Total  Gift  Support  Reaches  $2y2  Million  in  1978 


Gifts  of  more  than  $2.55  million  came  to  Presbyterian 
College  from  all  sources  during  1978  to  make  the 
past  year  the  best  ever  in  financial  support. 

This  amount  topped  the  previous  high  of  $1.82  million 
recorded  in  1977  and  marked  the  ninth  time  in  the  last  ten 
years  that  contributions  have  exceeded  one  million  dollars. 

Capital  gifts  accounted  for  $2.07  million  of  last  year's 
total,  coming  in  the  form  of  cash,  notes  and  securities  con- 
tributed for  capital  purposes  through  the  Second  Century 
Fund  drive.  This  major  campaign  among  Presbyterians 
of  Georgia  and  South  Carolina  now  has  subscriptions  in 


excess  of  $6.5  million  as  efforts  shift  to  the  cultivation  of 
foundations  as  sources  of  additional  funds. 

Other  contributions  completing  the  $2.55  million  in 
total  1978  support:  Annual  Giving — $275,519;  Synod  of 
the  Southeast  budget — $170,813;  and  South  Carolina  Foun- 
dation of  Independent  Colleges — $46,348. 

PC's  total  gift  support  over  the  last  ten  years  ran  as

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A  Chair  of  History  to  Honor  Marshall  Brown 


The  Marshall  W.  Brown  chair  of 
history  has  been  established  at 
Presbyterian  to  honor  one  of  the  real 
"greats"  of  this  college — a  man  who 
served  PC  for  39  years  as  teacher,  dean 
and  president. 

President  Marc  C.  Weersing  said 
the  action  by  the  board  of  trustees 
will  be  noted  officially  at  Commence- 
ment on  May  13.  He  added: 

"The  trustees  thought  this  would  be 
an  especially  appropriate  way  to  recog- 
nize Dr.  Brown  in  view  of  his  excep- 
tional reputation  as  a  professor  of 
history  prior  to  being  president.  In 
addition  to  underscoring  this  particular 
phase  of  his  career,  the  history  chair 
will  perpetuate  among  future  genera- 
tions the  memory  of  his  distinguished 
overall  service  to  PC." 

When  President -Emeritus  Marshall 
Brown  acknowledges  his  honor  at  the 
May  exercises,  it  will  mark  the  53rd 
straight  year  he  has  participated  in 
PC  Commencement  ceremonies.  Fol- 
lowing his  39  faculty  and  staff  years  of 
academic  processionals,  he  has  been 
called  upon  regularly  in  retirement  to 
take  part  in  the  program. 

Dr.  Brown  served  as  president  of 
Presbyterian  College  for  I8V2  years, 
the  longest  tenure  of  any  of  the  14 
chief  executives  to  date.  The  college 
had  just  staggered  through  the  World 
War  II  years  when  he  became  the  head 


man  in  early  1945.  By  the  time  he 
retired  and  turned  over  the  reins  to 
Dr.  Weersing  in  mid-1963,  PC  total 
assets  had  increased  more  than  three- 
fold, three  new  buildings  had  been 
added  and  the  college  was  launched 
into  its  25-year  development  program 
scheduled  for  completion  next  year. 

Marshall  Walton  Brown  came  to  PC 
as  a  history  professor  in  1925  during 
the  presidency  of  Dr.  D.  M.  Douglas. 
After  three  years,  he  was  elevated  into 
the  newly  created  position  of  dean 
while  also  maintaining  his  position  as 
the  one-man  history  department.  His 
teaching  extended  over  20  years, 
until  he  assumed  the  responsibility  of 
president. 

At  each  level  of  activity.  Dr.  Brown 


has  received  the  recognition  of  asso- 
ciates beyond  the  campus.  He  was 
named  president  of  the  South  Carolina 
Historical  Association  (1933-34),  presi- 
dent of  the  Southern  Conference  of 
Academic  Deans  (1937-38),  president 
of  the  Presbyterian  Educational  Asso- 
ciation (1952),  state  representative  to 
the  Southern  Regional  Education 
Board  (1949-63)  and  Synod  moderator 
(1963). 

After  his  retirement  in  1963,  the  PC 
Alumni  Association  took  special  action 
in  designating  him  an  honorary  alum- 
nus and  presented  him  with  the  Alumni 
Service  Award  for  that  year. 

A  native  of  Newbem,  Tenn.,  Mar- 
shall Brown  received  his  BA  degree 
from  Centre  College,  his  MA  from  the 
University  of  Wisconsin  and  has  done 
further  graduate  work  at  the  University 
of  Chicago  and  the  University  of 
Vienna  (Austria).  He  holds  honorary 
degrees  from  Davidson  College  and 
Centre. 

His  wife,  the  former  Lillian  Gross 
of  Chattanooga,  served  as  registrar  for 
17  years  (1928-45)  and  also  received 
special  alumni  recognition  for  her  "Bee- 
Mail"  communications  to  PC  service- 
men during  World  War  II. 

Dr.  and  Mrs.  Brown  continue  to 
make  their  home  in  Clinton,  just  a 
block  away  from  the  campus  to  which 
they  devoted  so  much  of  their  lives. 


Tennis  Action  Opens  Four-Team  Season 


Tennis  gets  its  usual  jump  on  the  spring 
season,  with  both  men's  and  women's 
openers  scheduled  for  late-February. 
Both  teams  have  good  expectations,  if 
the  freshman  players  live  up  to  their 
promise. 

Senior  Bobby  McKee,  an  All- 
America  mention  last  year,  leads  the 
men's  squad  as  captain  and  number  one 
singles.  He  teams  at  doubles  with  fresh- 
man Tim  Riddle,  highly  ranked  North 
Carolina  prep  star  of  last  year.  Riddle 
plays  number  three  in  singles,  just 
behind  Raouf  Ben  Farhat,  a  20-match 
winner  of  1978. 

Coach  Richard  McKee,  starting  his 
second  PC  season  after  a  19-13  record 
last  year,  has  Chuck  Waldron  at  four, 
and  freshmen  Tim  Riddle  and  David 
Gruhler  at  five  and  six.  The  other  dou- 
bles are  Waldran-Farhat  and  Bobby 
Register-Don  Jeter. 

Freshman  Lee  King,  ranked  17th 
in  the  South  last  year,  leads  PC's  fast- 
developing  women's  team.  She  plays 
number  one  singles  and  teams  in  dou- 
bles with  sophomore  Lynn  Barton,  who 
is  number  two  singles.  Other  perform- 
ers in  the  bid  to  improve  the  8-6  record 
of  last  spring  are  Claire  Pearson,  Ina 
Nelson,  Gay  Todd,  Sally  Walker  and 
Martha  Decker.

Warren  Finney,  all-district  selection 
with  a  74  average  last  year,  is  expected 
to  set  the  pace  again.

Kiker  among  speakers: 


PC's  Mass  Media  Symposium 
Focuses  on  TV  Influence 


Appraisals  of  television  absorbed  much  of  the  time  at  PC's 
two-day  symposium  on  "The  Forces  of  Mass  Media"  earlier 
this  month.  The  1979  edition  of  the  Newton  G.  Hardie 
Lectures  brought  together  a  number  of  recognized  authorities 
who  stimulated  considerable  interest  on  campus  and  locally. 
In  the  featured  attraction,  alumnus  Douglas  Kiker  of 
NBC  News  shared  the  platform  with  Esquire  writer  Nora 
Ephron  for  the  discussion  on  "Television  vs  Print  Journal- 
ism." He  felt  the  TV  newscast,  offering  immediate  coverage 
from  around  the  world,  did  its  best  within  a  limited  time- 
frame to  be  fair  and  objective.  She  deplored  TV's  headline 
quality  that  encouraged  visual  sensationalism  as  compared 
to  the  more  thorough  coverage  of  newspapers  and  magazines. 

The  impact  of  television  advertising  was  debated  by  Jerry 
Mander,  former  president  of  a  top  West  Coast  advertising 
firm,  and  Mike  McDonald,  whose  Atlanta-based  agency 
handles  the  Coca-Cola  account.  Mander  called  TV  adver- 
tising an  "electronic  drug,"  which  posed  a  threat  to  American 
lifestyles  by  "spreading  images  into  people's  minds  and  get- 
ting them  to  do  what  they  ordinarily  wouldn't  do."  Mc- 
Donald countered  that  TV  advertising  does  not  create  needs 
but  "simply  presents  alternatives  for  satisfying  them." 

Nicholas  Johnson,  former  Federal  Communications  Com- 
mission chairman  and  now  head  of  the  National  Citizen's 
Committee  for  Broadcasting,  criticized  television  for  "radi- 
cally altering  what  living  means  to  our  way  of  life  ...  by 
encouraging  an  anti-healthy  lifestyle.  It  encourages  us  to 
eat  the  wrong  things  .  .  .  and  not  to  exercise." 

Another  PC  alumnus,  James  F.  Howard,  editor  and  di- 
rector of  South  Carolina  ETV's  award-winning  "Studio  See," 
presented  a  session  on  "Creative  Uses  of  Television."  And 
completing  the  symposium  program  was  "A  Primer  of  Film 
Literacy"  by  Dr.  Benjamin  F.  Dunlap,  creator  of  SC-ETV's 
"Cinematic  Eye"  series.

Annual  Giving:  Higher  Goal  for  79  after  a  Record  $275,519 


After  citing  the  record  $275,519  response  to  1978  Annual 
Giving,  the  PC  Alumni  Association  board  of  directors  raised 
the  objective  to  $285,000  for  the  1979  program. 

Those  directors  (80%)  attending  the  early-February 
planning  session  subscribed  unanimously  as  a  group  to  the 
new  effort  and  called  upon  other  alumni  and  friends  to  join 
them  in  support. 

The  report  on  1978  Annual  Giving  indicated  the  $275,519 
came  from  2,045  donors.  This  total  does  not  include  other 
yearly  sources  such  as  church  budget  gifts  and  the  South 
Carolina  Foundation  of  Independent  Colleges.  To  count 
these  would  push  the  figure  to  almost  one-half  million  dollars. 


Last  year's  AG  total,  up  from  the  $261,176  figure  of 
1977,  came  from  these  sources:

Among  the  major  objectives,  special  interest  in  athletics 

produced  $81,993  for  the  Walter  Johnson  Club — hitting  the 

goal  and  setting  another  record  for  this  category. 

The  PC  Annual  Giving  program  raises  funds  primarily 
for  such  current  operations  as  student  financial  aid,  faculty 
salaries  and  departmental  expenses.
